Recent mining disasters have call­ 


ed attention again to 
the necessity 


and propriety for establishing a fed­ 


eral bureau of mines; a department 
for which there is a great work in 
prospect in making scientific investi­ 
gation and 
adding 
to the means of 
protecting the lives of miners. 
It is more 
than 
signlficiint that 
both great political parties in the last 
campaign embodied platform 
planks 
calling for the establishment of just 
this very bureau: and it is of fu rth er 
Bignificanoe tha{ last May the house 
of representatives by a vote of 22J 
to 31 adopted the necessary legislation 


T h e bill has hung fire in the senate, 
howeyer, Uial body being apparently 
too busy or too indifferent to give the 
m atter the at-ention it deserves. And 
the case is all the more aggravating 
in that he senae committee on mines 
and mining has indorsed the legisla­ 
tion, but Chairman Dick has not re 
ported the bill out. 
It is to be remembered in connec' 
tion with 
this 
legislation that the 
mine owners and onerators are Just 
as W’arnily in favor of the establish­ 
ment of the bureau as are the miners 
themselves. This is nuit^ natural and 
reasonable, l)eeause 
aside 
from hu­ 
m anitarian consldernlions. 
the ow.'» 
crs have to think of their prouertv, 
and it is best cared for when Intelli­ 
gence and co-operation in taking all 
necessary precautions are brought in­ 
to effect. 
There are engaged in the mtnes of 
the country over 1,000,000 men, and 
these lives are of great value to th** 
republic, as Miey a^’e passed in vlevel- 
oping its underground wealth. 
There is also to be considered the

skilled attorneys were employed, not 
to defend the accused,

them. Regardless of the facts o’* 
law', the attorneys w*ere to ciear the 
tiien who killed and w;ho bad a part in 
the killing of ex-Senator Carmack U 
appears that they have “ w’orked up”

in

No allow'ance w'ould be 
made for the protection of “ honor” 
or for the inability of the two men 
“ to live in th':' same tow'n.” 


It would 
1 )0 just a simple case of 
murder and justice w'ould be handed 
out accordingly. Nashville and Ten­ 
nessee have an excellent opportunity 
to give the crime-bi'i^eding defense of 
‘ honor slaughter” a black eye, and 
to put a check on genteel assassina­ 
tion, but it is almost too much 
ho/)e that they w'ill rise to the occa­ 
sion.
